CONIFEROUS  EVERGREENS 


The  coniferous  evergreens  with  their  many  forms  of  growth  should  be  more 
widely  used  in  our  gardens,  as  they  are  of  slow  growth,  and  for  that  reason 
they  should  hold  the  effect  desired  in  the  garden  for  a  long  period  before  becom¬ 
ing  overgrown  and  throwing  the  garden  out  of  balance.  They  are  a  very  hardy 
class  of  plants,  well  adapted  for  home  beautification  when  properly  grouped  and 
contrasted  with  the  rest  of  the  plants.
